(e) to evaluate and suggest measures for the survey and conservation 
of flora, fauna, forests and wildlife prevention and control of pol¬ 
lution. aforestation and regeneration of the degraded parts of the 

environment. 

'Constitution 

331 F (1) The Committee shall consist of not more than 22 members 
comprising 15 members to be nominated "by the Speaker every year from

afflongst the members of Lok Sabha and not more than 7 memebrs of Rajya 
Sabha to be nominated by the Chairman, Rajya Sabha for being associated 
with the Committee :
